..to ob serve an orderly Fou rth of Ju ly in Lincoln, 
conspicu ou s b ecau se of the ab sence of seriou s ac­ 
cidents. That same situ ation prevailed throu gh­ 


ou t the state. There was less carelessness in au to- 
mob iie driving, which has b een the heavy con­ 
trib u ting factor to holiday fatalities. And althou gh 
the y ou ng, and some not so y ou ng, contrive to 
make the cu stomary noise, cau tion also seemed 


to b e the order in that activity . Which is as it 


shou ld b e. 
Very frequ ently commu nities and states feel 


called u pon to pass a law when the prob lem for 
which a solu tion is sou ght can b e handled simply 
throu gh the exercise of common sense b y people. 
It was not intended to tu rn the Fou rth of Ju ly 
into a carnival of death that people might find 
expression for their emotions. 
In the neighb oring state of low'a this w'as the 
first Fou rth where a state wide b an against ex­ 
plosives and fire works, except u nder rigid su ­ 
pervision of recognized au thorities, took place.

Mr. Ager checked that 
u p to the homing instinct of b irds, so keenly im­ 
planted that they will retu rn to the same spot 
y ear after y ear, frequ ently when the ty pography 
of the section is changed b y the ab sence of vege­ 
tation and of foliage on the trees. 


Dairy Bu siness Grows 
G 


o o d news is b eing heard in Neb raska every 
day . With a fine small grain crop b eing har­ 
vested and an excellent corn crop in prospect, it 
is now reported that creamery b u tter produ ction 
is rapidly increasing. The state’s ou tpu t for May 
was 8,650,000, compared with 6,285,000 pou nds in 
April and 8,276,000 for May of 1937. 
That means a large su m for the produ cers of 
b u tterfat and the prospects are for a mu ch great­ 
er increase du ring the coming y ear. With pastu res 
over the state revived b y ab u ndant rainfall and 
with mu ch forage and corn in sight, there is every 
reascm to b elieve that milk produ ction will b e 
greatly enhanced. 
It is certain, also, that farmers will immediately 
b egin b u ilding u p their dairy herds, which were 
to a great extent redu ced in size du ring the y ears 
of drou th. Dairy ing has b een one of Neb raska’s 
greatest sou rces of cash income, and its retu rn to 
normal will b e of the greatest b enefit to all 
b ranches of b u siness.

Any man in his position is su b jected to con­ 
stant pressu re on all sides. It has b een evident for 
three 
y ears 
that 
the 
single, 
most-ou tstanding 
phase of national politics is the lack of solidarity 
in thou ght in b oth major political parties. 
There is none of it in the repu b lican ranks. It 
has b een missing since the early day s of this cen­ 
tu ry ; since Theodore Roosevelt came u pon the 
scene, and split the repu b lican party wide open 
in the memorab le campaign of 1912, For the sake 
of expediency the party has gotten together on 
occasions in order to present a u nited front b u t 
down u nderneath there was smoldering resent­ 
ment and a sharp conflict of opinion over national 
policy . 
That same situ ation existed within democratic 
ranks and continu ed to present itself. It w at of 
no great significance u ntil the democratic party 
came into power to take over control of the gov­ 
ernment and to shape its policy . Then it assu med 
an importance of the first magnitu de. It meant 
Mr. Roosevelt had to give an ear to three warring 
grou ps—the u ltra-conservative democrat of the 
old school; the “middle of the road’’ democrat 
who had nothing in common with his reactionary 
democratic b rother; and finally the radical fringes 
which had attached themselves to the democratic 
party as the advance gu ard of lib eral thou ght. All 
three have wooed the president, hoping he wou ld 
smile on them. The conservative or reactionary 
element, which when stripped of pretense finds 
greater congeniality in the camp of the repu b ­ 
lican “old gu ard” than any place else, early rec­ 
ognized the hopelessness of its position, and im­ 
mediately opened u p war u pon Roosevelt. The 
real stru ggle has b een b etween those in the dem­ 
ocratic party , who b elieve that u nless change and 
adju stment take place slowly , the resu lts will b e 
a.s b ad if not as fatal as if no change took place 
at all, and those who wou ld make the. cou ntry 
over completely . 
That is the situ ation to which President Roose­ 
velt will address himself when he starts a long 
trip into the cou ntry this week-end, a trip that 
will take him from the eastern seab oard to the 
Pacific. 
The cou ntry is interested in that decision. Its 
character has b een somewhat definitely indicated. 
Mr. Roosevelt is going along with the mass of his 
cou ntry men. It is the hope that that will not b e 
a b rash, impetu ou s, headlong,. u nthinking ju mp. 
And Mr. Roosevelt has ju stified that hope. He has 
b een su b jected to mu ch u ndeserved 
criticism, 
which if placed u nder carefu l examination will not 
stand u p. The single policy of spending fu rnishes 
an excellent illu stration. The u nfortu nate cir­ 
cu mstance has b een that Mr. Roosevelt had no 
other choice than to throw the resou rces of the 
government b ehind a program of providing for 
u nemploy ed and destitu te 
people. 
There 
have 
b een mistakes made, no dou b t. PcK)ple w'ho were 
not worthy in isolated cases took advantage of 
the spending program. Bu t that does not answer 
the qu estion w hat shou ld have b een done du ring 
a continu ou s crisis of u nemploy ment. In the end 
there has b een at no time an escape from the con­ 
clu sion that the government was the only agent 
capab le of dealing with the prob lem. It was too 
b ig for private charity ; too mu ch for mu nicipali­ 
ties and for states. Its u ltimate permanent solu ­ 
tion seems as remote today as it was in the b e­ 
ginning. 
On that single issu e the u ltra conservatives, the 
“middle of the readers,” and the radicals each 
has a distinctive feeling. 
If from these discu ssions of American life there 
can come a clearer comprehension of national 
prob lems the off-y ear elections of 1938 will have 
served a splendid pu rpose.

DIET AND HEALTH 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D., Au thor of “’The Hu man Body .” 


CAMP LIFE GOOD FOR ALL, 
DECLARES DR. CLENDENING 
The su mmer camp for the y ou ng 
—it’s too b ad there aren’t some 
for the old—has b ecome su ch a 
well estab lished institu tion that it 
has as mu ch of a place in the rou ­ 
tine of American life as the school 
in winter. 
As to the qu estion whether it is 
“good” for the children, I don’t 
think there can b e any dou b t 
ab ou t that. After all, we were not 
designed to live in hou ses. It was 
only after we got hairless and 
weak and lost all ou r natu ral pro­ 
tections that we sou ght shelter in­ 
doors. I agree that ou r su perior 
mentality and ingenu ity in design­ 
ing protection and heat, and the 
other 
appu rtenaces 
of 
indoors, 
have added to the length of hu man 
life and that we have b etter health 
and more comfort, especially in 
the feet, than the naked savage in 
the woods. The legend of the 
health of the primitive b ru te is 
very easy to explode. 
Bu t a stretch of ou tdoor life in 
the su mmer is swell for any b ody ’s 
health—mental, moral and phy si­ 
cal. There is no cou ntry in the 
world so favored as North Amer­ 
ica for this sort of life. Eu ropean 
cou ntries are cold and rainy in the 
su mmer or overcrowded, so that 
it is next to impossib le to find a 
camping site. We have limitless 
woods galore, lu sh W’ith natu ral 
b eau ty . 
Take Precau tions. 
In sending b oy s and girls to camp, 
I advise the same preliminary pre­ 
cau tions as when they are going to 
school. Each one shou ld b e vacci- 


nated against diphtheria, ty phoid 
fever 
and 
smallpox. 
In 
camp, 
ty phoid fever is the most impor­ 
tant b ecau se, althou gh camp di­ 
rectors are very carefu l ab ou t 
their w ater and milk su pply , slip­ 
u ps will (xcu r, and individu al 
prophy laxis is the safest way . 
The b eginner in camp will leam 
not only a great deal of woods 
lore b u t also hy gienic lore—first 
aid, emergency treatm ent, arti­ 
ficial respiration. 
We ju st had an example of the 
proficiency of the Boy Scou t’s 
training when in my own city sev­ 
eral persons were stru ck b y light­ 
ning on a golf cou rse. Boy Scou ts 
were in the crowd and immedi­ 
ately b egan carry ing ou t artificial 
respiration b y the approved prone 
pressu re method. One man’s life 
was u ndou b tedly saved b y their 
knowledge and promptness. 
Prob ab ly the b est all rou nd ex­ 
ercise for all parts of the b ody is 
swimming, and all camps make a 
specialty of that. There is no b etter 
appetizer than open air, no b etter 
cu re for insomnia than sleeping 
u nder the stars. You ng people need 
neither appetizer nor hy pnotic, 
fortu nately , b u t for their elders 
who are trou b led that way , I rec­ 
ommend two weeks in the woods. 
Camp directors shou ld see, how­ 
ever, that the camp rou tine avoids 
u ndu e fatigu e. School is a strenu ­ 
ou s period and the camp shou ld 
b e a b u ilder-u pper.

The toll of A m erica’s 
holiday 
deaths—at least 513 died v iolently 
celeb rating the 162nd anniv ersary 
of independence —showed today 
the nation has practically elim in­ 
ated hrew orks fatalities b ut has 
failed to quell the menace of the 
motor car. 
Only three persons were killed 
b y firew orks—all of the hom e­ 
made v ariety. Motor crashes on

highways,

claimed at least 256 liv es, half of 
the entire numb er. 
The rush for b eaches and lake 
and riv er resorts to escap>e im ­ 
moderate heat in some sections of

27 Shot to Death. 
Reports from 46 states and the 
District of Columb ia also showed 
27 persons were shot to death, 20 
committed suicide, 18 were killed 
b y trains and 50 died in v arious 
mishaps such as falls, lightning 
and home accidents. 
The toll of 513 was b elow that 
of the Fourth of July w eek-end in 
1937, when 563 were killed, b ut 
more than doub led the num b er for 
the Memorial day w eek-end—250. 
Freak Accidents Kill Many. 
Freak accidents took many liv es. 
One Missouri resident was struck 
and killed b y a chunk of ice. A 
16-year-old girl in Brooklyn was 
fatally wounded b y a stray b ullet 
as she sat in a window watching a 
firew orks display in the street 
b elow. 
A b oy was killed and 17 men, 
women and children were injured 
when three racing cars plowed 
into a group of spectators at Ho- 
Ho-Kus, N. J. A New York b oy 
was electrocuted when he tripped 
and fell across the third rail of 
the Long Island railroad’s tracks 
while chasing an Am erican flag 
dropping to earth from a para­ 
chute. 
The fire works v ictim s were 
killed b y their own “inv entions.” 
F.xploding powder poured into a 
piece of iron pipe fatally injured 
a M aryland b oy.
